Frosty Cactus tragedy

snow, but only the cold material- 
ized. Most families arrived on a 


~ very chilly Saturday, however, and 


were very happy to see it warm up a few 
degress by Sunday — to the high forties. 
The camp area was spread out for miles 


in the “C” Camp area and looked more 


impressive than California City itself. 
The populations, about 2500, were just 
about equal! 


In traditional family enduro style, 
the first loop was laid out in such a way 
that anybody could ride it. There were 
even a couple really tiny tots, age about 
seven, riding mini-bikes and having no 
trouble. The loop was approximately 32 
miles long and virtually flat. The course 
just wove in and out of the joshua trees 
and cactus and the only challenge was 
coping with some fairly abrupt changes 
in direction. At one point I pulled off 
the course to pass a slow rider and then 
had to brake hard to avoid hitting him 
as he (and the nutty course) made a 
hard right turn for no discernable 
reason, and passed right across my bow. 





With no rocks, no hills and no 
whoop-dee-dos, the gently weaving trail 
(most of the time) was fun riding. The 
schedule speeds were very, very low for 
the terrain, none higher than 20 miles 
per hour. Even riding at a relaxed pace, 
stopping constaritly to take pictures, to 
be sure that some stopped riders weren’t 
in trouble, and to gab with the checkers, 
I still came in 20 numbers ahead of 
where I started! The URA used a new 
scoring system for this loop. A and B 
riders were not penalized for being late 
to checks, only for being early. This 
means that the experienced Dads could 
ride with their kids without blowing 
their chance for a trophy. 


In spite of the nearly comic measures 
the club adopted in order to have a 
safe-for-everyone first loop, a tragedy 
occurred. Rick Little, 18 years old, was 
passing a group of riders at what 
observers said was “extremely high 
speed.” He either didn’t see or ignored 
danger markings, hit the road-crossing 
berm without slowing down, did a very 
bad end-over-end number and died 
almost instantly of a broken neck. 





Courses are marked according to 
their intended use. At the schedule 
speed in that area, 18 mph, it was 
hardly necessary to danger-mark it at 
all, but it was marked with the 
customary enduro marking 
(down-pointed arrows) a few feet from 
the crossing. If this had been a race 
course where riders could be expected 
to be travelling at 60 mph, different 
markings would have been used, and 
would have been placed hundreds of 
yards before the hazard. But it wasn’t a 
race course. I mention this because 
many fathers come to the family 
enduros and ride with their wives or 
youngest kids, and let the teenagers race 
the course, as Rick Little was 
apparently doing. Racing on an enduro 
course is much, much more dangerous 
than racing on a regular hare-and-hound 
course, not only for the kids themselves 
but also for the much slower riders that 
the “racers” continuously pass, and 
occasionally hit. 

Loop Two was for the A and B 
riders.” It went north and crossed the 
Rand Mountains on a series of swooping 
roller-coaster type hills. From the top of 
each of these hills was a sweeping 
panorama of the not-quite-dry, 
sparkling white Koehn lake, with the 
darker El Paso mountains in the 
background. The riders who rode in 
packs of eight or 10 saw little but their 
own dust. In between these packs you 
could ride in clear air by yourself and it 
was really pretty. 

Before long the trail took us right 
down to the lakebed and newer riders 
learned one of the first lessons of desert 
riding: Flat-looking lake beds aren’t 
necessarily flat. They can hide some of 
the most treacherous gullies, washouts, 
and ditches that God ever made. Near 
the lake there is some really ghastly 
riding through deep, uneven sand, but 
the URA trail avoided this and instead 





made its way to the foothills of the 
Rand Mountains and paralleled the 
range, going east. 

At a point about three miles west of 
Rand Mountain itself, the trail 
re-crossed the range and gave the riders 
the only real challenge’ of the day, a 
loose, rocky hillclimb. Actually it 
wasn’t very difficult. My sickly Matador 
made it up in second gear, and a 
14-year-old girl named Lorri Farmer 
riding a small bike made it without any 
problem, but there were a whole bunch 
of people messing about on it. Some 
managed to get down ‘in the ravines to 
either side, some looped their bikes, and 
some just seemed to get tired and fall 
over. Several URA club members, with 
lots of energy and dedication, were 
helping the more hopeless cases get to 
the top. 

Shortly beyond that was another hill 
which offered some difficulty, but 
according to the URA there was an 
alternate trail marked around it. I didn’t 
see it, but if I had any trouble getting 
over it, I might have looked a little 
harder. 

After the two big hills, there were 
some smaller ones, a kind of neat 
mining road that went down through a 
ravine, and some rather choppy stuff. 
The last part of the run was sort of 
west-south-west, and when I got to it, 
the sun and dust were beginning to 
make things difficult. Staring right into 
the sun going up a rocky slope is not 
fun. I was riding with the 105 numbers 
so there were still 150 numbers in back 
of me. I imagine some of them had a 
good case of sunburned eyeballs. 

In all, I thought the course was really 
great fun, which is what a family enduro 
is supposed to be. It was marked 
extremely well. You were never out of 
sight of two or three pieces of ribbon. If 
you got lost, all I suggest is that you 
take up tennis on a fenced court not too

far from, your own house. The support 
on the course was also pretty great. It 
seemed there were URA club members 
everywhere you looked, and I noticed 
several four-wheel-drive radio outfits on 
the course, most belonging to Service 
Search and Rescue, I believe. There 
were also loads of people at each of the 
-10 checks. 

As competition, the enduro didn’t 
score quite as high. There were mistakes 
on the route sheet that were 
“corrected” by a sign that told you to 
“wait a minute” at the sign. This was on 
the first loop. On the second loop, there 
was a five-minute break to “enjoy a 
fantastic view” but since they ran out of 
schedules and some riders didn’t have 
any, those riders didn’t know anything 
about the five-minute break. 
Supposedly there was another sign, but 
I didn’t see it. If I were a rider without a 
schedule I would demand a refund of 
the entry, because you sure didn’t have 
a reasonable chance to compete. 

The URA is actually a hybrid 
organization, an amateur club hooked 
up with a commercial organization. A 
few years ago there were just the 
promoters and I wasn’t very impressed 
with their effort. Now I am very 
impressed with the spirited URA club, 
but still not too impressed with the 
promoting group. With something on 
the order of $10,000 gross, accurate, 
well-printed schedules and finisher pins 
at the finish should be taken for 
granted. The excuse of finisher pins 
being held up in customs is only valid 
for about eight consecutive events. Then 
it starts to show signs of wear. In all, 
though, it was a beautiful run that was 
unfortunately marred by a tragedy and 
by some sloppiness. 

Results should be available in a 
couple of weeks — if they can figure out 
how to cope with “wait a minutes” and 
“fantastic views.” e

Suspension 
ystems 


Some are available to make your bike handle

A year ago, 


long travel rear 


suspension systems (LTR) were 
still in the experimental stages. 
Yamaha and Maico did most of 


the groundwork as other 
manufacturers quickly followed 
their examples or came up with 
ideas of their own. For the 1974 
Grand Prix motocross season all the 
manufacturers in competition for the 
World Championship had some type of 
LTR ‘system on their team bikes. No 
longer could a factory rider stay 
competitive on the Grand Prix circuit 
without LTR. 

Now that various manufacturers like 
Maico, Bultaco, Husky and Yamaha 
have introduced LTR systems on their 
production motocross bikes, it can be 
accepted that LTR does work and 
enables riders with ability to go faster. 
Yamaha probably offers the most 
technically advanced design with their 
Monocross shock, but it still needs some 
detail refinement. For those who have 
modifed or are considering to modify a 
standard suspensioned bike to LTR, or 
perhaps have already purchased one of- 
the new Bultacos or Maicos with LTR 
suspension,-one question remains. What 
kind of rear shocks will work best with 
my bike? 

If you want your bike to be as close 
to Grand Prix specs as possible, you’ve 
probably noticed that all the factories 
are now using some form of gas/oil 
shocks on their team bikes. The 
aluminum bodied oil shocks of last 
season are already out dated. This is 
because conventional rear shocks just 
can’t handle the increased work that the 
new LTR suspension systems impose on 
them. Perhaps in local competition 
where short motos are run, but not in 
pounding 45 minute Grand Prix races. 
The increased work on oil shocks by 
LTR can cause blown seals in the 
shocks, overheating and oil foaming 
which leads to decreased damping 
action and eventually shock failure. 

For an understanding of why 
conventional oil shocks are not 
adequate for LTR, we only need to look 
at how they are constructed (Diagram 


K 


No. 1). Most shocks, like Koni and 
Girling, have what is referred to as a 
twin tube design. This is because all oil 
filled shocks must have an air space 
inside of them, which is displaced by 
the damping rod when the shock is 


_ compressed. The twin tube design keeps 


inside air away from the damping 
piston and the inner tube in which the 
damping piston travels up and down 
in. Under normal use on a short travel 
rear suspension system a twin tube oil 
shock will work fine. 


It’s Only when a twin tube design rear 
shock is used with LTR that it shows its 
limitations. First, even with the twin 
tube design, air inside the shock will 
now foam up inside the oil, instead of 
remaining separate as it should, due to 
the increased action and force of the 
damping piston. Once air has foamed 
up inside the oil, the oil’s viscosity is 
less as it flows through the dampening 
holes in the piston, resulting in a loss of 
much of the damping action. This is 
the main reason why shocks fade out 
during a race, and not because of 
overheating as had been generally 
thought. At least, if a good quality, low 
viscosity hydraulic oil is used. 


Normal overheating won’t affect the 
viscosity of the right type of oil, but it 
can change working tolerances inside a 
shock which will alter damping and 
reduce the life of the shock. Seals may 
overheat or blow, and working parts like 
the shaft and piston can seize. The twin 
tube design of the shock is its worst 
enemy because the twin walls act as an 
insulater in the dissipation of heat. Also, 
the inner tube takes up space that could 
be filled by more oil which would allow 
faster heat dissipation. And even with 
the smaller damping piston, 
necessitated by the twin inner tube, 
heat builds up more rapidly without a 
larger diameter wall to work against. 

For most racing applications the 
aluminum finned body kits for shocks 
like Konis do much to correct the

inherent problems of the twin tube 
design. With more oil capacity, air 
foaming isn’t as critical as it was and 
overheating is greatly reduced. Still, 
these problems exist to a degree that 
even with the large capacity aluminum 
bodies, shock performance is far from 
perfect for hard use on a LTR system. 


The Honda gas/oil system 

The easiest way to correct the faults 
of the twin tube oil shocks is to do 
away with the inner tube while still, 
somehow, keeping the air or gas in the 
shock separated from the oil. Honda is 
currently using a system on some of 
their team bikes (Diagram No. 2) that 
accomplishes this and works very well. 
Actually it is quite similar to the idea 
used by Yamaha in their Monocross 
design, and KTM also used something 
like it on their bike which won the 1974 
250cc World Championship. 

The system incorporates a remote 
gas/oil: reservoir which is connected to 
both rear shock units by hydraulic lines. 
The reservoir is located under the seat 
of the bike and is an aluminum chamber 
which has the oil and gas inside of it 
separated by a flexible rubber 
membrane. As the rear shocks compress, 
the membrane flexes into the nitrogen 
chamber to make room for the oil 
which has been displaced by the 
damping shafts of the shock units. As 
oil pumps its way around the system it 
also keeps itself cool. 

While Honda’s system provides a 
balanced set of rear shocks and does 
away with the inherent problems of 
conventional twin tube oil shocks; it 
also has the disadvantage of being fairly 
expensive to build, and somewhat heavy 
and bulky. If it was sold as a bolt-up kit 
for other bikes, you’d have to find space 
somewhere on your bike to install the 
remote reservoir and the hydraulic lines.’ 
What we need then, is an even simpl er 
and less expensive shock system. 


The Bilstein type gas/oil shock 


Bilstein was the first to recognize the 
deficencies of the twin tube design for 
even old style, short rear suspensions 
and looked to the single tube, or 
monotube as the answer, When Team 
Husqvarna needed a shock which would 
work on their GP bikes, modified for 
LTR mid-way through the 1973 season, 
Bilstein already had it. To make the 
monotube work, Bilstein had to devise 
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some way of keeping the air in the 
shock separated from the oil to prevent 
foaming. This was done by designing a 
monotube shock with a floating seal 
between the oil chamber and a chamber 
of pressurized nitrogen gas (Diagram 
No. 3). Nitrogen is used in all 
pressurized systems, rather than plain 
air, because it is a plentiful, inexpensive 
gas that doesn’t have the corrosive 
properties of air. 

The advantages of the Bilstein gas/oil 
type of shock over the regular twin tube 
oil shock ‘are obvious. With the gas 
separated from the oil, foaming no 
longer occurs and damping remains 
constant. Heat dissipation is also better, 
to the point that the shock can easily 
withstand a 45 minute moto in Grand 
Prix competition, without damage, 
while used in an LTR system. Softer 
spring rates can also be used because the 
pressurized nitrogen helps to push the 
shock open. Handling is even improved 
because the floating seal can react 
aineen to small bumps and jolts than a 

amping piston, which has to force its 
way through oil. 

The Bilstein shock has two minor 
disadvantages over regular twin tube 
shocks. The first is that the seal between 
the nitrogen and the oil can go bad, and 
once it does leak the shock is no longer 
good. In most cases though, reliability is 
good and you can expect a pair to last 
through a season of rough competition. 
The other disadvantage is that they are 
expensive to manufacture, and a pair 
will cost you around $110. When 
compared to a set of tricked-out Konis 
though, they aren’t any more expensive 
and they do perform better. Team 
Bultaco is presently using Bilstein shocks 
on their bikes. 


The radically simple 
gas-charged Girling 

Girling has always worked closely 
with Husqvarna and when Husky 
brought out their new cantilevered rear 
suspension GP bike, Husky asked them 
to develop a new shock which would 
work even better than the Bilstein, or at 
least be less expensive and a little more 
reliable. The resulting shock absorber 
which Girling built is almost too simple, 
too reliable, and works too well to 
believe that no one else had thought of 
it sooner. These are the shocks which 
Heikki Mikkola used to win the World 
Championship and are now available on 


the 1975 model production CR Huskys. 
Not once did thése new Girlings fail on 
the Grand Prix circuit, with Arne Kring 
using one set for 22 motos before they 
were routinely replaced. 

The new Girling is a gas-charged 
monotube shock, using nitrogen as the 
gas which has been pressurized into the 
shock oil (Diagram No. 3). The effect is 
somewhat like carbonated water. By 
this ingenious way of pre-foaming the 
oil and adjusting the damping to suit, 
damping will remain constant no 
matter how fast the shock is workiag. 

Similar in construction to a Curnutt 
shock which isn’t gas charged, the 
Girling has several advantages over even 
the Bilstein. Among the advantages are 
the lack of a floating seal which makes 
the Girling much more reliable. With a 
larger oil capacity, heat dissipation is 
better. Also, because there is no floating 
seal and separate gas chamber, the 
Girling’s damping rod can be made 
longer for a comparable shock length 
Bilstein, meaning the Girling can be 
mounted so it won’t have to work as 
hard to give the same amount of rear 
wheel travel. This means more 
reliability, and Husky even convinced 
Girling to make the damping rods 
thicker and stronger on the new 
gas-charged shocks. 

For 1975, Girling’s total production 
of the new gas-charged shocks will go to 
Husqvarna. These shocks will be 12-3/4 
inches long to fit Husky’s_cantilevered 
GP frame. Fortunately though, this is 
the right length for most bikes with 
LTR and modified standard 
suspensions. The only problem is trying 
to ‘get a set of these shocks, because 
production will be limited at first. Other 
lengths will be available next year for 
almost all bikes, and they will be made 
more generally available. The nicest 
thing is that the gas-charged Girlings 
won’t be very expensive, selling for 
about $50 a pair. 

With the availability of the gas/oil 
Bilsteins and the gas-charged Girlings, it’s 
possible for you to have a motocross 
bike that handles as well as any bike on 
the Grand Prix circuit. What’s even 
better is the fact that they'll just bolt up 
to your bike, and they'll provide the 
solution to the LTR problem, The fact 
that they are even lighter and more 
reliable then Honda and Yamaha’s 
system, and less expensive, will make 
these the best shocks on the market for 
the serious motocrosser. e

points trial at Soledad Sands 
turned out to be a little tough 
one, three loops of 16 cunningly 


designed traps, and the riders dug 
on it. Some of the Expert’s sec- 
tions were twisty like gnarled oak, 
others were OhmuhGawd climbs 
and reverse-pucker traverses of sheer 
rock walls. One trap was wet, but most 
were dry with loose powdery traction 
that confounded all but the best. The 
way ATA’s top Experts responded to 
the traps was nothing short of fantastic. 

Expert Four was a straight drop 
down a 20-foot bluff into a powdery 
berm, turn, over a log, turn again and 
try to gas it back up the bluff in the 
powdery traction. This one even foiled 
Marland Whaley on the first loop, as he 
stalled on the climbout. Bernie 
Schreiber was the first to conquer the 
climb with a one dabber. At Nine, 
Marland got the first clean of the day in 
a series of cliff-hanger wheeling turns, 





feet-up, over jumbled boulders. The 
Amateurs got funnelled through a 
mudhole with lots of hidden rocks at 
this trap (while the Experts were sent 
on the high road over a humongous 
car-sized rock). The “tongue English” 
through here was worth watching. 

Probably one of the most 
picturesque traps at a Southern 
California trials was Am/Nov/Beg Two, 
running through an old broken down 
water mill wheel among the trees near 
the campsite. Trick. 

Marland led the first loop with 11 
marks to Mark Eggar’s 13, Mike’ 
Griffitths’ 14 and Bernie’s 16. Bernie 
responded with a five-point second loop 
that cut Marland’s lead to one point, 
leaving the other three contenders in a 
three-way tie. Then on the final round 
of the course, Griffitths cleaned over 
half the traps to post a four-pointer, as

CMC big-name 
dropper

CARLSBAD, CAL., JAN. 12 

It may have been just a local event 
for Southern California, but it 
turned out as an extravaganza for 
motocross fans with just about 
every major top-named pro in the 
country signed for the CMC motocross 
at Carlsbad Raceway. 

Who? Well, to name a few: Jimmy 
Weinert (Yam), Marty Smith (Hon), 
Gary Semics (Yam), Jim West (Mai), 
Gaylon Mosier (Mai), Bruce McDougal 
(Yam), Steve Stackable (Kaw), Ron 
Pomeroy (Bul), Rex Staten (Mai), Doug 
Sherman (Mai), Mike Bell (Hon), Billy 
Grossi (Suz), and lastly, Honda’s latest 
factory racer, Tommy Croft. 

Croft, who last week failed miserably 
in his first factory outing, went home 
the undisputed star of the day against 
the two National champions in 
attendance. Tommy, (former 
Franks-proto racer) tied the National 
125cc Champ Marty Smith on points 
for the lightweight victory, but was 
ousted from the top slot’ when Smith 
won the final event. And Marty made it 
tight, crashing in the first moto in the 
second turn and remounting third from 
last to finish second. In the final, Smith 
again crashed and later tossed a chain 
yet still emerged the victor. 

When the 250cc Pros began, it 
quickly developed into a battle between 
Croft, Mosier, Billy Payne and Rich 
Grafton. Payne spun out on the third 
lap and left Croft and Mosier in a dice 
that lasted not only to the finish of the 
first moto but throughout the entire 
second! The lead changed 10 times in 
the two motos with Gaylon taking the 
win in the first event and Croft the 
second. 

Croft lost the first event when he 
tried an inside pass on Nelson Whitehill 
(C-A) in the final turn of the last lap but 
was stymied. Gaylon, meanwhile, chose 
the outside, found the line and nipped 
Tommy by a bike length at the finish. 
In the finale, Gaylon again attempted a 
pass in the final turn, pulled alongside

Back on Maico for the first time in 
over a year, and after a two weeks 
vacation, Rex Staten showed his old 
prowess by besting the 500cc Pro class 
over Sherman (Mai), Weinert (Yam) and 
Stackable (Kaw). He swept both motos. 

It was Weinert’s first time out on the 
new Yamaha machines and he admitted 
the mono-shocks had him off balance. 
“They handle great. Pve just got to 
adjust to them, that’s all.” A second and 
a third, in that order, left him third 
overall tied with second spot Doug 
Sherman. He lost it in the final when he 
was hugging close to Staten — within a 
second — with only several laps 
remaining, only to lose control and drop 
to third. Sherman, who has dominated 
CMC at Saddleback in the past two 
months, pounced upon the error for 
second overall. 

Steve Stackable, the Texan ace who 
copped crowd-favorite honors at the 
Knievel Snake River Motocross, was 
flown out by Kawasaki for a test ride 
and managed to look stronger lap by lap 
while earning fourth. Ohio’s Gary 
Semics, who is temporarily setting up 
residence in SoCal, didn’t measure up to 
last week’s fourth overall on the Kaw as 
he fell to the lower portions of the to 
10:in the stellar field. Jim West (Mai), 
another top contender, ended his 
chances with a crash in the second 
moto. 

Bill Grossi overshot a berm midway 
through the first moto and banged into 
a fence, tossing him off his bike and 
over the top portion of the fence, 
scratching up his throat (he didn’t clear 
fence). He said later, “I was lucky. I 
thought it cut my throat!” It was his 
first ride on the Suzuki factory 
bike... “slightly underpowered” says 
Jo Jo. 

Also on hand, but not riding, was 
Marty Tripes, who appeared 
downhearted and disgusted with racing.

Elsinore and the XL 125.” He’d 


said it sort of matter-of-factly, like 
it was the most natural thing in 
the world to combine one of the 
sweetest little MXers in 
production in an article with the other 
trailbike, noted for its reputation as 
being the slug of the industry.

near hysteria as he imagined himself 
stepping off the Elsie, throwing a leg 
over the “other” bike and dying in the 
first set of whoop-de-doos. Reputation 
called the MXer a fine machine and the 
street/trail bike a dud. Reputation, as 
the tester was soon to discover after he 
overcame his initial timidity toward 
Honda’s eighth liter XL model, was * 
misleading.

the Elsinore was true; good handling, 
strong motor, can’t miss a shift. . .all 
that.-It was all that the dudes at Dirt 
Bunk and MX Traction had said, and 
perhaps even more. Those guys can be 
pretty finicky. 
But there have been too many unkind 
stones cast toward the mild mannered 
little XL. True, with the stock 
street-style shocks mounted, it did keep 
the tester busy when he finally found 
the courage to traverse that first set of 
whoopdees, but he didn’t keep the 
anticipated appointment with his 
maker. It wasn’t even too scary, 
although he found himself wondering 
why Honda couldn’t have put good rear 
suspension units on it as they’ve done 
with the MX bike. The difference in 
cost couldn’t be that much, and that’s 
almost all that it needs since they’ve 
already put Elsinore-like forks on it. 
Before you fold ‘up this section of 
your favorite newsrag, deposit it in the 
trashbarrel amongst the chain lube and 
Coors cans, and rant/rave/etc about the 
idiot that writes Cycle News tests not 
knowing his posterior from a posthole; 
just listen a minute. The XL ain’t 
s’posed to. be a jet. It’s a tractable 
small-bore woodsbike that with a few 
modifications will serve enduro duty. It 
won’t stretch your arms when you wick 
it on, but it'll chug your body up a 





leaf-strewn mountainside, even without 
changing the useless ‘“semi-knobby” 
tires. The motor seems to be, within a 
few pounds of flywheel weight, 
identical to the TL125 trials motor. It 
pulls. 

Our testing session took place in 
Northern. Georgia, up in the hills near 
Blairsville. Almost every type of terrain 
necessary for giving the Hondas good 
workout was available - miles of 
challenging trails and the local MX 
course, Beesley Mountain Park, where 
the Elsinore showed its stuff. 

Honda rep Ben Cheatwood had 
somehow persuaded W.C. Nelson’ of 
Nelson Honda in Blairsville to entrust 
not only two of his own bikes to be 
ridden, but to throw in- his 
employee/ace MxXer Terry Hughes to 
perform for the action photos. 

Early afternoon found the group at 
the MX course. First on the Elsinore, 
the Cycle News rider rode the. track

as he became accustomed to the 125cc

At a glanc2, the Elsinore exhibits only 


two obvious changes over last year’s 
model - the different exhaust system 
and a red paint job. On close inspection, 
however, a host of- improvements 
become evident. One of the best moves 
Honda made was to eliminate the stupid 
on-off-on handlebar switch and replace 
it with a conventional kill button on the 
left handlebar Where it belongs. The 
new DID rims have undergone a change 
in profile with a slight shoulder for 
strength. The footpegs have been 
reinforced in an attempt to do away 
with last year’s breakage problem. The 
engine cases have a strengthening rib at 
the rear motor mount location. 

The fork tube tops no longer have 
standard screw-in caps. They’re replaced 
by an‘aluminum plug and snap-ring 
arrangement. Strange. The new air 
cleaner element is larger than. its 
predecessor and has none of last year’s 
furry stuff on it - just foam. The chain 
guide has been moved back slightly 
closer to the rear sprocket where it 
directs the chain more accurately onto 
the larger 51 tooth sprocket (as 
compared to the old 49 tooth item). 
The_ rear shocks have larger diameter 
plunger rods. Other bits and pieces 
include brake wear indicators, a

reshaped kickstarter and an extended lip 
on the brake backing plate in an 
attempt to keep out water. Motor 
changes include an extra “boost” port 
located over the intake port, making the 
jug a nine-port design, and the 
carburetor has been changed, relocating 
the slow speed jet~ centrally for 
improved torque. 

Compared with the Elsinore, the XL 
can’t claim much in the way of new 
features, but the standard equipment’s 
pretty good. Start up front, there are 
CR-type forks, a front wheel speedo, a 
small CR-sized front hub and flexible 
plastic fenders. The lighting/instrument 
package is quickly and easily removable 
as a unit. (They still insist on putting a 
tachometer on it.) 

The hand grips are good, as are the 
toothy footpegs and ‘brake pedal. The 
àir box breathes from under the seat 
and has a foam element. Another good 
point for anyone who might be tempted 
to use the bike as an enduro mount is 
the fact that it will run with or without 
the battery. If you don’t want to hassle 
with it, just pull it out. 

All in all, Honda’s put together two 
decent bikes - a two-stroke genuine 
MXer and an affable four-stroke fun 
bike. One is great, the other is good. 
Which is which depends on what you’re 
looking for. ®

Some people say the enduro 
future in Southern California is 
bleak. I disagree. I see a good 
future for enduros if BLM doesn’t 
put the total screws to us all. 
There are seven District 37 en- 
duros scheduled. and probably 20 
or so other, non-AMA enduros. 
Not too shabby. Promoters are trying to 
hold the line on entry fees but inflation 
has hit them as much as anyone else. 
Most of the District 37 enduros are up 
to around $8 entry now which is only 
50 cents less than most promoters 
charge. But the quality of enduros has 
improved and the riders must feel they 
are getting their money’s worth or they 
wouldn’t come back. 

Last Chance Enduro 

and D-37 points 

After Dave Holeman’s article on 
Killer Enduros in Cycle News, we were 
all curious how the two-day Last 
Chance Enduro was going to turn out. 
In most respects it was a fine event. The 
speeds were such that most riders were 
riding flat out all the time to stay on 
schedule and most lost points for being 
late. Very few burnt checks on this 
enduro. 

The California Enduro Association 
(CEA) jumped the gun on the “C” class 
for D-37 (It was voted in for 1975.) and 
created a scoring controversy which has 
some riders in the district very, very

mad. CEA decided to count in all the C 
riders (and D-37 concurred) and all the 
Sunday-only riders in the total entries 
column which D-37 points are 
computed from. Well, since it was a 
double point run the extra entries really 
made a big difference. So big in fact 
that points leaders Jay Tullis (who got 
lost and missed a check) and Mike 
Adams (lunched a transmission and 
limped in) got passed in the final 
standings by Bob Steffan. 

Now I don’t really care to get into all 
the different arguments on both sides. I 
would just like to make the point the 
“C” class was voted in for 1975, not 
1974. The biggest gripe Ihave about the 
whole thing is the rather heavy-handed 
way the whole affair was handled by the 
Enduro Steward Stan Baldwin. When 
Mike Adams and Jay Tullis protested 
counting the “C” riders (before the 
enduro I might add), Stan told them it 
was just too bad, that was the way it 
was going to be! Mike then told Stan he 
was going to protest it to D-37. Stan 
replied that it wouldn’t do any good 
since he was going to be Referee in 
1975 and he would make sure the 
appeal would be turned down: Does this 
sound like a fair democratic process to 
you? With a whole year’s points on the 
line and a lot of riding and money 
expended I think things should have 
been handled a little more fairly. Then if 
the appeal got turned down there 
wouldn’t have been the hard feelings. 
Now we have enduro riders who feel-the 
District is more interested in getting the 
new numbers out in the mail than 
making sure everyone is treated fair and 
square. You know .what’s ironic? In 
1975 it doesn’t matter how many 
entries in an enduro for points.

If any of you remember back to the 
ISDT Qualifiers last year, the 
Shamrocks rock fest out by Barstow 
was the most brutal event I have ever 
had the misfortune to enter. However, 
the Shamrocks have seen the error of 
their ways and changed the location of 





their qualifier to the California City 
area. They promise to make it much 
easier so a good enduro rider can finish. 
Maybe not on Gold, but at least finish. I 
will be going out to check the course 
and will report back to you on my 
honest opinion of it. In making the 
change the Shamrocks had to make a 
choice: Keep it super tough and do with 
40 or 50 entries or lighten up and try 
for 200 or so. They opted for the latter. 
But just in case everyone didn’t get the’ 
word, it’s going to set you back a cool 
30 bucks for entry. Ouch! I promised 
myself last year, after my aborted 
attempt at ISDTing I wouldn’t try it 
again, but what the hell. Sure would like 
a Qualifier medal to hang on my wall. 


My club, the United Racing 
Association (URA) has come up with a 
neat idea to encourage the dads to take 
their families along with them on family 
enduros. A lot of dads (or husbands, or 
both) have been reluctant to take their 
offspring/spouse along because it would 
slow them down and make them lose 
unnecessary points on the easy first 
loop. Well, URA simply said, OK dad, 
you can’t lose any points for being late 
on the first loop but you can lose points 
for being early. The idea is to get the 
dads to have their family along without 
worrying about losing points. URA tried 
it at the Good Time Enduro in October 
and is trying it again at the Frosty 
Cactus Enduro January 12. 


Both CRC and URA will have point 
systems for their enduros in 1975. 


CRC will again have their big club 
challenge at the Candyass Enduro in 
February. The idea is to have the clubs 
enter up to 15 riders with the 10 best 
scores counting. The best club will win a 
giant five foot trophy, which is a real 
beauty. It went over pretty good last 
year and this year there is a lot of 
interest in it. Hope the second loop is a 
good challenging loop this year to make 
things really interesting. 


The CEA Last Chance Enduro results 
were the best I have ever seen. Had a 
good rundown on the enduro, explained 
why some checks were thrown out, 
named two riders who were disqualified 
for cheating (changing their time card), 
had a winners’ profile, and broke down 
all classes.

We spent the holidays lavishly, 
reckless of time if frugal with 
money, riding our rusty motor- 
cycles around Baja in our dusty 


jeans. Every U.S. citizen is a rich 
American once across the border, 
though he be as penniless as 
Bronson. A tortilla and a tank of 
gas will get you where you’re 
going in Baja, and that’s plenty. 

This year the Motorcycle Lady 
learned to ride sand. It’s a buoyant, 
airborne feeling when you get up the 
grit to just hang off and let the 
motorcycle try to fly. You don’t get as 
tired and you go faster. You use less gas. 
I tried to explain this with all my wit, 
but how she finally discovered it in her 
way was, we'd ridden 17 miles in the 
desert from camp. She, feet down, 
almost walking all the way. She was 
mad and tired. “I’m not going another 
step,” she panted, glaring at me. 

“Okay, let’s take a break and head 
back.” 

“I don’t think I can make it back.” A 
dirt road led to the Sea of Cortez, a 
surface that was not hard to ride. It 
charmed ùs to the beach, where the 
Motorcycle Lady revived her spirit. The 
hard tidal sand beckoned us up the 
coast to the next arroyo, muttering 
(what would the Sierra Club say?) and 
motoring (whoopee!) love lines on the 
seagull shore. 

At the river where we turned inland I 

\ would have waited for the Motorcycle 
Lady to catch up before heading across 
the sandy dunes, but she was not too far 
behind and still looking fresh. No rest 
needed, we covered the sand in third 
and fourth speed. Glancing at her, riding 
on my minute, I knew how Professor 
Higgins felt. “By George, she’s got it!” I 
uttered. 

Baja (literally “lower”’) California is a 
huge hunk of nature with a simple 
civilization like we had up here in the 
eàrly century. Habitants only now aspire 
to owning shoes, perhaps a car, in their 
lifetime, much less a recreation vehicle.

As long as Baja remains an island 
from the land of the dollar bill, I will 
love it there. Once I saw an eagle 
perched on a cactus clutching a snake, 
but the darned bird flew before I could 
take a picture. The Aztecs would have 
built their city there if they’d seen what 
I saw. I gave thanks to the gods of Don 
Juan that it happened to me and not to 
them. 


Once more onward and, 
we hope, forward 

At this time of year my friends in the 
industry often ask each other, “how 
does it look for the coming year?” 
Meaning, what do you think the 
motorcycle sport and business is coming 
to? 

I think 1975 will be a boom year for 
the sport because there are more 
participants and promoters and more 
competitive motorcycles now than ever 
before. Gate revenue and purses 
increased faster than the cost of living 
last year and will continue unabated for 
several years to come. Our sport usually 
thrives during depressions. The new 
racing motorcycles are enough better 
than the old to justify their higher 
prices. Whether very many are sold or 
not depends a lot on the market for 
used racing bikes. I can’t predict what 
will happen to the used bike market 
because so much depends on dealers’ 
reluctance to handle trade-ins and the 
skill of the speed merchants at keeping 
old iron competitive. But if an average 
race rider can get a fair price for his old 
scooter, I think he will trade up to the 
better equipment on the dealer’s 
floor-front this year. 

Also, I look for a strong uptick in 
transportation sales by summertime. 
We'll be seeing the effect of beginner 
rider safety schooling for the first time 
this year and a stronger demand for 
economical transport as workers grapple 
with higher fuel prices and fewer, 
farther jobs. I think this may be the last 
year we'll be able to get sensible 
two-wheel transportation so cheaply. 
The era of the under-$1,000 motorcycle 
is or the way of the under-$2,000 


cae sum, I think the motorcycle sport 
and business will hold onto what it’s got 
through 1975 and probably add to it a 
double-digit percentage. Plus, who can 
say what surprises the seasons have in 
store? Maybe Chrysler will start 
manufacturing motorcycles? Maybe 
gasoline rationing? Maybe the Sierra 
Club will see the light ? Only President 
Rockefeller can say for sure!

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YAMANA'S BIA TARSAN? 3Y

There’s no such thing as a dual- 
purpose motorcycle. That is, 
you define a dual-purpose motor- 
cycle as one that is competitive on 


a road race or motocross course 
with the same tires and suspen- 
sion. However, if you’ll concede a 
point or two, can only afford one 
motorcycle, and aren’t in the market for 
a race bike, you'll find Yamaha’s 
uprated big enduro to be the most 
versatile of the current offerings. 

Two major visual changes crop up, in 
addition to the extra cc’s. There’s now a 
cosmetic radial-finned head on the black 
anodized engine, and the MX front 
hub/brake assembly has been carried 
over into the Enduro line this year. A 
locking gas cap and a fully 1975-legal 
control/lighting package are concessions 


to the government and other thieves. 
The 397cc reed valve single, with an 
85mm piston rattling in it, is on spec a 
nasty beast to kick over and keep cool 
by virtue of its size and dimensions. The 
kickover is made simpler by the 
compression release tied. in to the 
kickstarter.. This “automatic” feature 
makes sense for granny-ladies in tennis 
shoes, but a manual compression release 
is sorely missed on those reverse-pucker 
downhills that the West is famous for. 
As to cooling/lubrication, ours 
appeared adequate but a bit tricky 
during break-in. Any time the fins start 
to ring audibly on a machine with as 
much sound-deadening material as this 


if 





one has, you know seizure’s not far 
away. The trick, if you're part-throttling 
it on road or fast trail, is to hit the 
handlebar kill switch, open the throttle 
wide a second or two, then roll off it 
and let the engine run again. What this 
does is get an extra gulp of oil out of 
the throttle-controlled oil injector while 
the big swallow of raw fuel cools things 
down. As the engine loosens up, this 
kind of monkey-business becomes less 
necessary. 

The big surprise in store with the 
DT400B is its pavement virtuosity. It 
snorts away from stop signs with air 
under the front tire, sneers at legal 
freeway speeds, and will top out at 80 
mph with stock gearing. The engine 
betrays its enduro breeding with lots of 
low-end grunt and noticeable asthma 
above 5,000 RPM. 

The Dunlop trials rubber (though 
we'll get to its off-road shortcomings) 
was surprisingly good on the pavement. 
In fact, the tires’ grip was super, come 
wet, dry, or dirty pavement. Our 
resident road rasher took to it with 
relish, quickly getting down to the 





footpegs on either side. Even with the 
suspension compressed by hard 
cornering, that’s "way over there. 

Being set up for stability in the dirt, 
the steering actually carries more trail 
than street use requires, plus the long 
travel forks have less twisting rigidity 
than you’d like on a fast street bike. 
The suspension’s awfully firm (too firm 
for dirt) and the tires really squirm, as 
they were obviously not designed for 
this sort of thing. 

The MX front brake is adequate for 
panic stops from freeway speeds, but 
only one stop at a time. The DT400B 
will accelerate back to speed far faster 
than the brake will reject heat. Be 
warned, and allow a little extra stopping 
room. 

OK — criticizing an enduro bike as 
though it were a cafe racer is unfair, but 
it’s tempting, as the bike is so close — 
closer than a lot of candypainted multis. 
It’s a totally adequate commuterbike 
with a slightly limited (2.4 gallon) fuel 
capacity. 

So, you’ve ridden it all week to and 
from work. If you're both poor and 
































expect to have fun and cover beaucoup 
ground if you pick your way with a 
little care and ride within the machine’s 
limitations. Of these, there are several. 

Tires first. There’s just not enough 
lug on a trials tire for making speed on 
soft, sandy, or muddy soil with a tractor 
like this. Mind you, it is a tractor. 
Traction permitting, it will grunt up 
humongous hills at 2000 RPM in third 
gear with the rider climbing the gascap 
to keep the front end down. Ridden in 
this mode, it has the steering precision 
and the torque to pick its way uphill 
among the cobbiest of rocks. But the 
traction was the big limiter on our test 
bike and most hillclimbing became a 
matter of momentum mangement, 
because the engine was capable of

The pegs and foot controls are- 


agressively toothed and relieved for 
mud, plus the pegs are adjustable for 
height. Peg-seat-bar relation is good for 
standup or sitdown riding (in the rough, 
you'll stand — the rear shocks insist) but 
the grips are instant blisters.

The second moto was instant replay, 
Baron crashed into the wide-sweeper 
berm, doing a Gerrit Wolsink replica,, 
which dropped him to a fifth in the 
moto. Bruce took fourth overall, while 
Rick Salmon took his Mike’s Racing 
Center Maico to a fifth. 


Coast Moto Cycle rider Peter Maly 
got out of the box first of the 500 Pros, 
followed closely by Richard Franklin 
(Yam). Peter got tired of it and pulled 
ahead of Rich, who was leading Jeff 
Foland on his quick KTM. After 20’ 
minutes Jeff began to catch Rich, which 
inspired Rich to gas it to catch Pete 
Maly. Richard was almost on the famed 
Motocross Action test rider until his 
brake lever jammed against the engine 
just two laps from the finish. Bummer. 
That was it for Franklin, when he was 
doin’ fine. 

Pete once again pulled the string on 
the quick pack in the last moto. Jeff 
Foland took it easy in second place with 
Jeff Browning motoring around almost 
last on the first lap. Jeff steadily drove 
his way up to third. By this time Foland 
decided to make his move and caught 
up to Maly. Pete was barely able to hold 
him off. 

Marty Smith and a host of others 
were cheering Jeff on, because “Maly 
wins too much,” as one of the observers 
saw it. Jeff was about to get him, when 
the brake rod Jet go and he was left 
without rear anchor. This slowed Jeff 
down to a strong second. Maly won 
again.

I had lots 
of fun, taking a seventh in my class, not 
bad, even with a broken back hub.

tront to help them survive (they did). In 


. our halting progress through the rough, 


we managed to destroy the front wheel 
drive speedo cable and tweak the shifter 
enough’ to cause the selector to hang up 
on downshifts. In six successive passes 
through the mud, the wet grit stretched 
the stock chain like the proverbial 
rubber band 

On the plus side, the electrics 
remained fault-proof. Everything 
blinked, hooted, sparked, or glowed 
when called upon, crashes 
notwithstanding. Carburetion likewise, 
and the engine was a one to five kick 
starter, hot or cold. We had no seizures, 
just warnings. It passed a tank of 
injector oil for every four tanks of gas, 
more or less. We estimate a maximum 
45 MPG on the pavement, and about 


two hours riding per tankful in the dirt. 

So you're asking — with all the 
gripes, how come we had fun? It must 
be the casual versatility of the beast, the 
long list of things it will do adequately 
if not well, and the tremendous 
potential of, this split-personality 
motorcycle to lean in either direction, 
street or dirt, given a little imaginative 
rework. 

For teasers, consider that the 
DT400B will pull at least one tooth 
(likely two) more on the countershaft 
to give it 100 mph capability before you 
even bother to trick out the engine for 
more top end. There are ways to bring 
the bike’s braking and suspension up to 
its road speed potential, but we don’t 
recommend any half-measures. It’s a 
total-involvement trip for someone who 
wants a unique cafe racer and purely

academic to anyone else. Dangerous, 
even. 

For dirt, the DT400B needs better 
tires, totally different shocks, softer 
fork springs, a new chain and different 
grips, for starters. The tank’s too small 
for long-distance cross-country riding. 
Primary kickstart’s terrific, but while 
buried in mud, we suddenly realized 
why Spanish bikes have the kickstarter 
at the top of the engine cases, rather 
than low, like the DT400. Win a point, 
lose a point. 

So what has Yamaha dished us? A 
big ol’ playbike with intriguing 
possibilities and a split personality. With 
its faults, the DT400 allows the buyer 
with a one-bike budget to park the 
thirsty van’ and go riding every day of 
the week. In today’s economy, that 
excuses a lot. s
